THE NEW BROOKLYN. 


THE OLD AND THE NEW BROOKLYN. 

We publish herewith two cuts, showing the United 
States ship Brooklyn, of 1858, a famous vessel of the 
old Navy, and the Brooklyn designed by Chief Naval 
Constr. Hichborn, launched in 1896, representing one of 
the most powerful vessels of the new Navy, for which 
we are indebted to the New York “Sun.” The-principal 
dimensions of the new and the old vessels are as fol- 
lows:

The new Brooklyn is provided with twin screws. Her 
engines, four in number, are of the vertical, triple-ex- 
pansion type, and are placed in four compartments, two 
on each shaft. The forward engines are so arranged as 
to be capable of being readily uncoupled from the after 
engines, which permits of cruising at low speeds, There 
are seven boilers, five double ended and two single 
ended, which are located in three compartments. The 
hull is of steel, not sheathed, with double bottom and 
close water-tight subdivision to about twelve feet above 
the water line. The vessel carries two military masts 
with fighting tops and is free from rigging. The boats 
are stored Glear of the blasts of the guns. Two life- 
boats are so carried that they may be readily lowered 
under all conditions of weather. The hull is protected 
by means of a steel protective deck worked from stem to 
stern and supported by heavy beams, The bottom edges 
of this deck amidships are 5 feet 6 inches below the 24- 
foot water line, the top of the deck rising to this water 
line at the center of the vessel. The armor is 6 inches 
thick on the slopes of the deck over the machinery and 
boilers. It is 3 inches thick on the horizontal portions. 
Forward and abaft the machinery and boilers, to stem 
and to stern, the deck is, at the thinnest part, 24% inches 
in thickness. Protection of the hull from injury to the 
water line region is afforded by means of an armored 


belt three inches in thickness, extending the length of 
the machinery and boiler space, and in depth from 4 
feet above the 24-foot water line to 4 feet 3 inches be- 
low that line. Within this armor belt and skin plating 
and above the armor at this belt a band 3% feet wide, 
of cellulose, extends the whole length of the ship from 
the armored deck to the berth deck. The space between 
the armored deck and the deck above for a length cor- 
responding to that of the inner bottom is subdivided by 
water-tight bulkheads into thirty-eight coal bunkers, 
exclusive of coffer dams and passages. The space for- 
ward and abaft these bunkers is subdivided by water- 
tight bulkheads for stores. A conning tower 8 inches 
in thickness is carried in a commanding position, having 
a tube to the protective deck 5 inches in thickness for 
the protection of the speaking tubes, bell wires, etc. The 
battery of the vessel is composed of eight Sinch B. L. 
R. of .35 caliber; twelve 5-inch B. L. R. rapid-fire guns: 
twelve 6-pounder rapid-fire guns; four 1-pounder rapid- 
fire guns; four machine guns. The 8-inch guns are 
mounted in four barbette turrets, placed one forward 
and one aft on the center line of the vessel, and one 
on either side of the vessel amidships. Two of these 
turrets are operated by electricity and two by steam, 

The use of electricity for turning turrets is new in 
American vessels, and its trial on the Brooklyn will be 
watched with interest. The guns in the turrets on the 
center line of the ship have a train of 310 degrees; 
those in the side turrets fire from right ahead to right 
astern, or are able to train through an are of 180 de- 
grees each. The center of the side turrets is 23 feet 
distant from the center line of the vessel. The armor 
forming the barbettes which protects the carriages, plat- 
forms and turret machinery is 8 inches in thickness for 
a portion equivalent to the train of the guns, the re- 
maining portions being reduced to 4 inches in thickness. 
The ammunition hoist for each turret is protected by 3- 
inch armor tubes, which also support the turrets. The 
armor of the turrets is 5% inches in thickness. The 5- 
inch guns are protected by fixed segmental shields, 5 
inches in thickness. The crews of these guns are fur- 
ther protected from explosive shells by splinter bulk-

heads 11% inches in thickness. ‘The torpedo outfit con- 
sists of five torpedo tubes, one in the bow and two on 
each side; six torpedoes and au allowance of gun cot- 
ton for mines and miscellaneous purposes. The ship is 
provided with a distilling apparatus and evaporator: 
An allowance of fresh water will be carried sufficient to 
last for fifteen days, besides water for sanitary pur- 
poses. An electric lighting plant is provided, which con- 
sists of two divisions, each division having an engine 
and dynamo, and each dynamo having a rated output of 
about 400 amperes at 80 yolts. The ship was designed 
to have a radius of action at full speed of 1,758 knots, 
and a radius of action at 10 knots of 3,088 knots. Her 
complement of officers and men will be 561 persons. 

The old Brooklyn, whose name is perpetuated in the 
modern cruisér, had a record during the war that gave 
evidence of the stuff of which she was built, as well as 
of the conrage that manned her. The wartime Brook- 
lyn was built by Westervelt & Co., in New York, in 
1858, and cost $417,921. She was ship-rigged and had 
single-screw and two direct-acting horizontal condensing 
crosshead engines, She had two main and one auxiliary 
boilers. The old Brooklyn left the Delaware River on 
Dec. 28, 1861, with a battery consisting of twenty-two 
9-inch, one heavy 12-pounder and one light 12-pounder. 
Prior to this date she was at the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi River, and on June 30, 1861, gave chase to the 
Confederate steamer Sumter. When she left the Dela- 
ware River on Dec. 28 she returned to the mouth of 
the Mississippi and assisted in its blockade. She cap- 
tured the Confederate steamer Magnolia on Feb. 19, 
1862, and in April of the same year, under the lead of 
the gallant Farragut, passed Forts Jackson and St. 
Phillip. She attacked, but did net pass, Vicksburg bat- 
teries on June 28, 1862. She again attacked the Vicks- 
burg batteries on July 15. She returned North and was 
refitted and put in commission at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard April 24, 1864. She was in Mobile Bay on Aug. 
5, 1864, and participated in all of the attacks on Fort 
Fisher. After the war she was retained in active serv- 
ice until March 5, 1891, when she was sold at the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard for $13,128.

A LESSON FROM EXPERIENCE. 

In his diary, under date of March 22, 1830, John 
Quincy Adams tells us that Alexander H. Everett, the 
brother of Edward Everett, had at that date just pur- 
chased a three-fourth’s interest in the “North American 
Review,” of Mr. Sparks for $15,000—one-fourth being 
the property of the publisher. Since that date the “Re- 
view,” which was established eighty-two years ago, has 
gone through various changes of ownership, and has 
outlived many of its proprietors. In the number for the 
current month another change of ownership is an- 
nounced, and we are told that the “Review” has been 
purchased of Mr. Lloyd Brice by the “North American 
Review Publishing Co.,” which is under the direction, as 
president of the company, of Mr. David A. Munroe, 
who has been connected with this periodical for many 
years. 

In the first number of the “Review,” under the new 
management, that for December, we have an article by 
Sir Alfred Moloney, K. C. M. G., Governor of British 
Honduras, which furnishes the advocates of free silver 
with a valuable object lesson. Sir Alfred describes the 
unfortunate experiences of British Honduras under a 
silver currency, and the advantages that immediately 
followed the recent return to a gold standard. Formerly 
the value of the Guatemalean silver dollar, the local 
standard, varied no less than 50 per cent. within eighteen 
mouths. The result was a constant worry, and bewilder- 
ing uncertainty, which resulted practically in the con- 
version of legitimate trade into speculative gambling. 
Calculations as to prices were conjectural; goods had to 
be figured capriciously in anticipation of a fall, whether 
one occurred or not, or at a rate ruling at the time of 
importation; and when sold, as was frequently the case, 
at a credit of six months or more, serious loss was 
often experienced. Traders were dazed, imports de- 
creased, selling prices had to be constantly readjusted 
and greatly advanced and the main burden fell upon the 
consumers whose income, whether fixed or as wages, 
had not correspondingly increased. The shrinkage of the 
value of the “sol” meant corresponding loss to most and 





had a most demoralizing effect, tending to destroy pru- 
dence and thrift. Progress under such circumstances 
was impossible. 

After a sufficient experience with this unhappy condi- 
tion of things, an act was passed which demonetized the 
then existing currency; provided for its redemption within 
a specified time at a prescribed rate, which was 50 cents 
to the dollar, determined by a committee of experts 
appointed for the purpose and representing the ratio of 
the new to the old currency which ruled at the date of the 
change; erected the gold dollar of the United States of 
America into the standard coin of British Honduras, 
and made the gold coins of the United States Mint legal 
tender for the amounts of their respective denominations 
in standard dollars, as well as the British sovereign 
and half-sovereigns for the amounts of $4.867 and $2.433 
respectively; established for internal circulation in the 
colony a subsidiary coinage at par with gold, which com- 
prised 50 cents, 25 cents, 10 cents and 5 cents silver pieces 
and the bronze cent piece current at the time; fixed $10 
as the limit of legal tender in silver and 50 cents for 
mixed metal or nickel coins; and continued “accounting” 
in dollars and cents. 


The beneficial result of this change was immediate. In 
two years there was an increase of over 40 per cent. in 
the number of importers, and there has been a healthy 
widening of the basisof commerce by the creation of addi- 
tional independent traders of varied interests. Stability has 
been secured, and exchange, which was formerly very 
high, has been reduced to the standard of the most 
favored countries. Gold is paid for in gold, and the 
country’s products are worked and realized in gold; in 
short a money has been established which is of the same 
value to every one, whether payer or payee. Land and 
home property, in town and country, has increased 100 
per cent. in value, commanding now in gold the same 
amount received formerly in a depreciated currency. The 
chief gainers have been the laboring classes, and those 
who, like the members of our military services, have 
a fixed income. One indication of the improvement in 
the industrial conditions of the colony, is in the increase 
in savings banks deposits. It is further reflected in the 
vital statistics, as illustrated by the marked improve- 
ment in the birth rate and the lowering of the death 
rate, an improvement that has been steadily maintained. 
Farr, in his “Vital Statistics,” states that “a high birth 
rate in the invariable concomitant of prosperity,” a 


statement which must, however, be accepted with some 
qualifications. 

“Who heeds not experience, trust him not.” It would 
certainly seem to be wise to learn by what others have 
suffered rather than to follow the new lights in finance 
whose confidence is only equalled by the ignorance of 
which it is the fruit. We had during our Civil War 
some experience of the disadvantages of a currency of 
fluctuating and uncertain value. We were then obliged 
to pay in the cost of various articles of consumption, not 
only for the depreciation in the value of greembacks a: 
compared with gold, but for the uncertainties affecting 
trade, because of our departure from a currency standard 
which was universally recognized. In lookimg over 
some old papers recently we came across bills showing 
that we paid for a single article used in our busines: 
more than five times what it costs us now. Where 
prices were not increased in proportion to the deprecia- 
tion in paper money, the difference was made good by 4 
deterioration in quality. 

A new gentration has come forward sinee the war ‘0 
take control of public affairs; it is not impossible that 
they may save themselves some trouble, much loss, 
and serious disappointment, if they will take a lessor 
not only from the experience of their fathers, but from 
that of older countries who have already passed throug) 
stages of growth upon which we are barely estering. 
The theory that the United States can make itself inde 
pendent of all the rest of the world in financial matters. 
if it was ever sound, certainly does not pply to present 
conditions where the most widely separated commercial 
centers are united in intimate and hourly relations 
through modern means of instant communication. 





The development in the manufacture of guns, powder 
and shells is more than keeping pace with the advance 
in armor plate, Proof of this is again found in the ex 
periments at the Indian Head Proving Grounds last 
week, when for the first time in the history of experi 
ments at these grounds a six-inch Johnson cap armof 
piercing shell succeeded in completely penetrating fe 
inches of Harveyized armor. This was accomplished 
with one of the modern high-powered rifles and smoke 
less powder which gave the Johnson shell a_velocit! 
of 2,500 feet per second. The shell penetrated the 1+ 
‘nch plate—an. exceptionally good one—passed throut 
the wood backing and seven feet of earth. It was dug 
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out practically uninjured. Of course the conditions of 
this test were all favorable to the gun and projectile, 
put this much having been demonstrated as possible for 
a 6-inch gun it can readily be seen that the thickness 
of armor on battleships must either be still further in- 
creased or improved in resistance power to keep out 
shells from guns of higher caliber with full charges of 
smokeless powder. 





The Swiss Army numbers 141,354 men, divided into 
four Army corps. Each corps is composed of 25,000 
to 26,000 infantry, 800 to 900 cavalry and 4,200 artil- 
lery. The first reserve consists of 80,297 men and the 
second reserve of 264,000 men, of which, however, 
207,000 are not armed. 








Practice marches seem to be now the order of the 
day at the garrisoned posts all over the country and we 
understand the War Department has been quite liberal 
in providing for the expenditures necessary for these 
marches and attendant instructions. This is as it should 
be, to keep the troops in readiness at all times for active 
service and campaigning. 





A correspondent at the rifle camp of Fort McPherson, 
New Waco, Ga., writes: “When the troops first arrived 
in Waco there was widespread consternation for miles 
around, And when the shooting commenced that setiled 
it. The report went around that “the Yankees done 
cum agin,” and it was many days before the innocent 
old people could be persuaded that the mission of the 
soldiers was a peaceable one. But when they did find it 
out they made haste to take advantage of it, and many 
an old darkey’s heart has been gladdened by the gen- 
erosity of the soldiers.”

The annual report of Lieut. Col. S. B. M. Young, 4th 
U. S. Cav., to the Secretary of the Interior on the man- 
agement of the Yosemite National Park, shows that 
hunters and trappers entered the park during the winter 
and spring and destroyed considerable game. Over 200 
stands of arms were taken from persons entering the 
park, and as a result broods of young quail and grouse 
are flourishing. Bear, deer, lynx and fox are not abund- 
ant, but, if hunters can be kept out, will soon multiply. 
Col. Young recommen’s that the park be surveyed and 
its boundaries clearly defined. 








Gen, Miles left Washington this week for his long 
tour of Western inspection and, as stated in the “Jour- 
nal,” he will be absent from the city for three weeks 
or possibly longer. He was accompanied by Capt. 
Michler of his staff, who will remain with him through- 
out the trip. Gen. Miles arrived at Chicago on Wed- 
nesday, and after visiting Fort Sheridan left for points 
West, continued his tour to Vancouver, where he will 
arrive next week. Gen. Miles is especially interested 
in the new fortifications which it is proposed to locate 
opposite the British fortresses on the Canadian side, 
and was most instrumental in securing from Congress 
the large appropriation last session for coast defences. 
It is said that of all Western defences along the coast 
he regards it more important to have Vancouver 
strongly protected than any of the other points, and 
the plans for this project, which are now complete, will 
the most formidable defences of any in the 
country except, possibly, those at New York and 
Boston. It is now understood that Gen. Miles will visit 
San Francisco and there witness an exhaustive test of 
the dynamite battery located as a part of the defences 
of the city. He wishes to see personally how the guns 
work, and it is now probable they will be given more 
extended trials than they have been subjected to since 
installed. From San Francisco the General will come 
South to El Paso and then strike off into the hunting 
grounds of New Mexico for a week's outing.

Q. M. to the Chief Quartermaster, Department of 
Dakota, being detached to settle his account, preparatory 
to retirement. 


Sir Edward Reed, the former chief constructor of the 
British Navy, was among the saloon passengers arriv- 
ing in New York, on Sept 4, He has been engaged by 
Chili to supervise the building of a battleship of 8,500 
tons, and a belted cruiser of 4,500 tons, the latter being 
designed to attain a speed of about twenty-three knots. 
The battleship and cruiser are under construction on the 
Tyne by Sir William Armstrong. They are subject to 
the approval of a Chilian commission, of which Adml. 
Uribe and Sir Edward Reed are members. Mr. Reed is 
now the naval architect and engineer for India and the 
crown agent of the British colonies. He will visit a 
number of American ship yards. 


The great Bicycle Transcontinental Relay between San 
Francisco and New York, made under the auspices of the 
New York “Journal,” was happily and successfully termi- 
nated by the delivery at Governors Island, on Tuesday, 
Sept. 8, about 2 P. M., of a letter from the Commanding 
General, Department of California, to the Commanding 
General, Department of the East. The delivery at the 
Island was made in a picturesque manner by a lady and 
a gentleman, each mounted on a water bicycle. On these 
they came by water from New York, made a tour of 
the island, and returned to the city in the same way. The 
first relay left San Francisco at 11:55 A. M., Aug. 25, 
so that the effort must be looked upon as a remarkable 
one. Although made vcnder private enterprise, yet the 
greatest encouragement was given by the military au- 
thorities with a view to test the largest practical vse of 
this mode of conveyance of official dispatches. : 








In anticipation of a decision of the Secretary to con- 
tinue the practice of honoring Naval heroes in the names 
for the torpedo boats, the Department had prepared a 
long list of distinguished Naval heroes. It included such 
names as Farragut, Perry, Porter, Hull, Goldsborough 
and DeLong. Acting Secretary McAdoo was invited, but 
finding it impossible to get away, designated Capt. Lem- 
ly to take his place. The boat launched is of 180 tons 
displacement, and is required to make a minimum speed 
of 27% knots per hour. Her machinery is said to be of 
very simple design and differs from the Ericsson and 
Cushing in that all of her auxiliaries are disconnected 
from the main engines. Another change is in the tor- 
pedo tubes. Experience with the Ericsson has demon- 
strated the disadvantage of the bow torpedo tube by 
reason of the fact that it is frequently below water, and 
it has therefore been decided to not only leave out the 
bow torpedo tubes in all future torpedo boats, but to 
remove the one now in the Ericsson. jfhe forward fire 
of torpedoes will hereafter be made from the deck. 


A good deal of fun was made last week and this week 
also in New York, Philadelphia, Washington and else- 
where of Li Hung Chang’s great propensity for asking 
questions, but though he asks some very personal and at 
times embarrassing ones, they are only such as would 
elicit the information sought for in books of travel, and 
the answers contribute to the Earl’s general store of 
knowledge.

He appreciated the personal atten- 
tions shown him so much that he will send an autograph 
letter of thanks to both Gen. Ruger and Mr. Boyd, As- 
sistant General Passenger Agent Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and will send them each a present on returning to China. 


Adjt. Gen. Graham, of Connecticut, announces that a 
State Rifle Match for teams from each regiment and 
separate organization of the National Guard will take 
place at the Rifle Range, Military Rendezvous, Niantic, 
Conn., Tuesday, Sept. 29.

Each prize to be competed for an- 
nually, and when either trophy has been won three times 
by the team from one organization, it will become the 
property of that organization. State medals will be is- 
sued to individual members of the team winning the first 
prize. Brig. Gen. George Haven, will arrange the de- 
tails for the guidance of contestants, covering conditions 
of match, size of teams, etc. The Commander-in-Chief 
in orders tenders his hearty congratulations to the State 
force upon the recent successful camp. 


Steady progress is being made toward the completion 
of the barracks at Plattsburg, N. Y., although it is not 
expected that they will be ready for ocenpancy for six 
months or more. This post is designed for four com- 
panies, and will be one of the most complete of its size 
in the country. Work on other barracks authorized by 
the Department is going ahead satisfactorily and a num- 
ber of improvements are being made at some of the more 
important posts. It is stated at the War Department 
this week that the authorities have no intention of aban- 
doning smaller posts which have been considered as com- 
ing within the policy inaugurated a few years ago of con- 
centrating troops in large bodies, and that for the pres- 
ent all stations will remain garrisoned with their pres- 
ent quota of men. Two or three of the smaller stations 
are on the list of those which the Department intends in 
time to surrender and move the troops to the larger gar- 
risons, but there is no purpose of so doing for a year or 
more and in the meantime the troops now stationed at 
them will be retained there.

Francisco, and crossing the ocean as best they could, 
strike Tokio, Japan, Vladivostock, the eastern sea port 
of Siberia, and along the line of the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way, touching Irkcutsck, Moscow, St. Petersburg, and 
Berlin, reports to the Emperor not later than noon on 
April 1, 1898.” 
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ENGLISH PENSIONS. 


The Englishman most highly favored in the matter 
of pensions is the Duke of Richmond, whose 
predecessor was granted a pension of £19,000 a 
year, in perpetuity, in lieu of a duty of 1 
shilling a chaldron on all coals exported from 
the Tyne, granted by Charles Il. in 1676. Up to 1799 
the family had received, as proceeds of the duty, upwards 
of £2,000,000 sterling, and in July, 1799, the duty was 
commuted for an annual payment in perpetuity of 
£19,000 a year from the Consolidated Fund. As security 
for its payment, Consols to the value of £633,333 6s. 9d. 
were purchased. In the following year £485,434 4s. 7d. 
worth of these Consols were sold and the proceeds in- 
yested in land, and during the present reign the re- 
mainder of the Consols was sold and the proceeds simi- 
larly invested. The rent-roll of the land is between 
seventy and eighty thousand pounds a year—a good sub- 
stitute for the £19,000 pension. Should direct issue of 
any Duke of Richmond fail, the land will revert to the 
Crown, the First Lord of the Treasury for the time being 
acting as one of the trustees of the Richmond estate. 
This, of course, should, strictly speaking, be considered 
an income as the outcome of a pension. Taking the 
actual payment on account of pensions at the present 
time, Earl Nelson is in receipt of the highest, outside 
the Royal annuities, viz., £5,000 per annum, payable in 
perpetuity to all and every the heirs male to whom 
the title of Earl Nelson shall descend. The Duke of 
Wellington’s annual pension of £4,000 is for life, and 
Lord Rodney’s pension of £2,000 is, like that of Earl 
Nelson’s, perpetual. The amount of Royal annuities, 
excluding the Queen’s grant of £385,000, is £173,000, 
and together with pensions for naval and military serv- 
ices, £27,700; political and civil, £13,086; judicial, £70,705 
besides a large number of miscellaneous pensions, brings 
the total up to £316,758 yearly. The largest pension on 
retiring from office is the £5,000 a year given to retiring 
Lord Chancellors. 

THE JAMESON RAID AS A MILITARY OPR- 
RATION. 

(From the Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette.) 

Now that the curtain has fallen on the last scene of 
the Transvaal raid, it may be well to study the opera- 
tions of the troops who accompanied Dr. Jameson in 
his memorable ride. 

The men were all mounted, and although an irregular 
foree, had been highly trained by British gfficers. They 
had been taught to fight both on foot and horseback, 
and to use both shock and fire action. As they were 
accompanied by field guns, and had one artillery troop, 
it is to be presumed they had also had some instruc- 
tion in this arm, as well. ‘Thus the force, without being 
artillery, infantry, or cavalry, comprised to a certain 
extent the characteristics of all three. Probably be- 
cause it had been instructed by officers of the three 
arms. At any rate, its composition was extremely 
mobile, 

The strength wag about sixteen officers, six hundred 
men, three field guns and eight Maxims, the last carried 
on two-wheeled carts. Several spare horses were led 
by Kafirs, and others had been provided at stores on 
the road. It has been stated, however, that the actual 
fighting strength was not more than four hundred men, 
isa large proportion were employed in other duties. 
The object of the expedition was to effect a junction 
with the revolutionary forces in Johannesburg, about 
180 miles from Pitsani Potlogo, whence the greater part 
of the force started. 

An enterprise that had been carefully planned, and 
pluckily attempted, failed because some of the first 
principles governing the operations of war had been 
violated, 

Although under the circumstances of the expedition 
it may have been impossible to take all the precautions 
required, it only accentuates the necessity of following 
well recognized rules of strategy to insure success in 
military operations. The absolute impossibility of con- 
cealing any lengthy maneuver in a country where a 
telegraph exists must be recognized, no matter how 
thinly populated or how friendly the people may be. 

The laws governing military operations against which 
the leaders of this expedition offended were: 

Firstly, although ostensibly proceeding to Johannes- 
burg to co-operate in the revolution (for they could 
hardly have intended to act alone), absolutely no plan 
of concerted action had been arranged with the mem- 
bers of the Reform Committee, and at a critical moment 
the expected support from the town failed to appear. 
The Boers were allowed to bring up reinforcements 
of men and ammunition by a railway which might have 
been destroyed by dynamite in a few minutes almost 
Without attracting suspicion. There was a good supply 
of arms in Johannesburg, but no organization, and the 
attempt made to assist the Jameson force was of the 
feeblest description. The absence of a prearranged 
plan of support was the primary cause of the disaster. 

Secondly, Col. Sir J. Willoughby abandoned his base 
without arranging for a new one, for he must have 
known that there was every probability of meeting a 
hostile force before he could open up communications 
with Johannesburg. He arranged for no support to 
cover a retreat to British territory, and in consequence 
the first check to his onward movement was bound to 
he fatal. The Boers wisely waited until he was far 
from the border before making any serious effort to 
stop him. On the other hand, had assistance arrived 
from the town, the Boer position, taken in reverse, 
might have been in serious danger. 

Iinally, the organizers of the expedition were woe- 
fully ignorant of the military resources of the Transvaal 
and the time it would take to collect a force to oppose 
them, e 

Whatever may have been the political aim of the 
Jameson raid, as a military operation it was a huge 
mistake, and it is difficult to understand how men with 
any military training could have attempted it.

THE ORDER OF INDIAN WARS. 

The Order of Indian Wars of the United States has 
been chartered “To perpetuate the memory of the serv- 
ices rendered by the American Military forces in their 
conflicts and wars within the territory of the United 
States, and to collect and secure for publication histori- 
cal data relating to the instances of brave deeds and 
personal devotion by which Indian warfare has been 
illustrated.”

COURT MARTIAL OF AN OFFICER. 
G. 0. 8, Aug, 25, 1896, Dept. of Dakota. 

Before a general court-martial which convened at Fort 
Assinniboine, Mont., and of which Col. John C. Bates, 
2d Inf., was president, and Lieut. Col. Edward Hunter, 
Deputy Judge Advocate General, was judge advocate, 
Was arraigned and tried: Capt. 8S. L. Woodward, 10th 
Cav. Charge 1.—Absence without leave to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline. Specifications 1. 
and II.—In that Capt. S. L. Woodward, 10th U. 8. Cay., 
did without leave from his commanding officer and with- 
out due cause, absent himself from instruction in Cav- 
alry Drill Regulations in contravention of orders. Speci- 
fication I1].—In that Capt. S. L. Woodward, 10th U. 
S. Cav., being at the time the only officer with his 
troop (1, 10th Cav.), available for the duty of superin- 
tending retreat roll-call, did without due cause neglect 
and fail to attend such retreat roll-call, and to report the 
result of the same to the Post Adjutant as required by 
the order. 

Charge I1.—Disobedience of orders, in _ viola- 
tion of the 21st Article of War. Specification I.—In 
that Capt. 8S. L. Woodward, 10th U. 8. Cav., having re- 
ceived a lawful order from his commanding officer. Col. 
J. K. Mizner, 10th U. 8. Cav., commanding Fort As- 
siniboine, Mont., did wilfully disobey said order. Speci- 
fication I1.—In that Capt. 8S. L. Woodward, 10th U. 8. 
Cay., having received a lawful order from his com- 
manding officer, Col. K. Mizner, 10th U. 8S. Cav., 
commanding the post of Fort Assiniboine, Mont., did 
wilfully disobey said order. Charge I11.—Disrespect to- 
ward his commanding officer, in violation of the 20th Ar- 
ticle of War. Specifications L, IL and I11.—<And that 
Capt. 8S. L. Woodward, 10th U. S. Cav., having been of- 
ficially called upon by his commanding oflicer, Col. J. K. 
Mizner, 10th U. S, Cav., for a statement of the cause 
of his absence from recitation in drill regulations, did 
in reply to such call, write and send to the Post Adjutant, 
Fort Assiniboine, Mont., letters containing the following 
words, to wit.: * * | found duties to occupy my 
time which, in my opinion, were of more importance 
than engaging in a verbatim competitive examination 
with my second lieutenant and other subalterns of the 
regiment. * * * I do not think that Army Regula- 
tions or orders contemplate that I should be subjected to 
this humiliation. * * J] deny the right of any one 
to require from me a detailed statement of how 1 was 
occupied between those or any other hours. * * .* 
No orders or regulations, except the arbitrary orders of 
the post commander, require an officer to be present 
with each troop at retreat, and I certainly deem it a very 
unmilitary performance for the officer of the day, who is 
under arms, and who receives his orders from the com- 
manding oflicer only, to engage in carrying a message 
from a sergeant to the adjutant, neither of whom are 
under arms, and I have heretofore been instructed by 
officers of high rank and long service that such a per- 
formance was a grave breach of discipline. 

The specifications, except Specification I1L, Charge L., 
were based upon the refusal of Capt. Woodward to at- 
tend instructions in Cavalry Drill Regulations. He 
plead “Not guilty” to all the charges and specifications. 

Finding.—Of the first specification, first charge, 
“Guilty,” except the word “leave,” substituting therefor 
the word “permission,” and of the excepted word “Not 
guilty.” Of the second specification, first charge, 
“Guilty,” exeept the word “leave,”’ substituting there- 
for the word “permission,” and of the excepted word, 
“Not guilty.” Of the third specification, first charge, 
“Not guilty.” Of -the first charge, “Not guilty,” but 
guilty of conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. Of the first specification, second 
charge, “Guilty,” except the words “wilfully disobey 
the said order in that he did wilfully,” and of the ex- 
cepted words, “Not guilty.” Of the second specification, 
second charge, “Not guilty.” Of the second charge, 
“Not guilty,” but guilty of neglect of duty to 
the prejudice of good order and military discipline. 
Of the first specification, third charge, “Guilty,” except 
the words “and intended to bring into ridicule, and” and 
of the excepted words, “Not guilty.” Of the second speci- 
fication, third charge, “Not guilty.” Of the third speci- 
fication, third charge, “Not guilty.” Of the third charge, 
“Quilty.” 

Sentence.—And the court does therefore sentence him, 
Capt. 8. L. Woodward, 10th U. 8. Cav., to be repri- 
manded by the Department Commander. 

In the foregoing case of Capt. S. L. Woodward, 10th 
U. 8. Cav., the proceedings, findings and sentence are 
approved. 

In executing the duty imposed by the sentence, the 
Department Commander is constrained to remark that 
the conviction of Capt. Woodward indicates that he has 
failed -to fully comprehend the meaning of the first 
paragraph of the Army Regulations, which commands: 
“All persons in the military service to obey strictly and 
to execute promptly the orders of their superiors.” Obedi- 
ence to orders and respect for superiors should be fos- 
tered by all, and it is hoped the reminder administered 
by the court will induce Capt. Woodward to cultivate 
these elementary military principles so as to perform 
loyally all his duties to the service. Capt. Woodward 
will be released from arrest by the commanding officer 
Fort Assinniboine, and restored to the command of his 
troop. 


Circular 8, Sept. 1, 1896, D. Columbia. 


The following decisions, rulings, ete., have been made 
and are published to the Army for the information of all 
concerned: 

1. Mail Matter of General Prisoners.—An officer in 
charge of prisoners will not open and inspect letters or 
other mail matter addressed to or sent by a general pris- 
oner, except at his request, and when so opened and in- 
spected or read, the mail matter will be delivered to such 
prisoner or posted, if in the opinion of the officer the dis- 
cipline of the command and security of the prisoners 
will not be thereby impaired. If such request is not 
made, the mail matter will be retained unopened until 
the discharge from custody of the prisoner to whom it 
is addressed or by whom it is sent. 

Mail matter addressed to or sent by other prisoners 
may be delivered or mailed unopened at the Gecretion 
of the officer in charge.—[Instructions Acting Secretary 
of War, Aug. 12, 1896—41.016 A. G. O., 96.] 

2. Payment of Citizen Tailors.—The provision of para- 
graph 263 of the Regulations which directs company 
commanders to cause to be deducted from the pay of 
enlisted men and turned over to the proper party the 
amount properly due for making, repairing, and altering 
uniforms will be construed as applying to civilian tailors 
as well as to enlisted tailors.—{Decision Acting Secretary 
of War, Aug. 12, 1896—41,218 A. G. O., 96.] 

8. Payments of Enlisted Men Under A. R. 1348 and 
G. O. No. 31, A. G. O., 1896.—When companies or de- 
tachments of troops are absent from their stations for 





an indefinite period, and funds for their payment cannot 
be sent by express, the rolls will be held and not sent to 
the Paymaster until the troops reach some point to 
which it is practicable to send funds. When a command 
can be mustered and the rolls completed and duly signed 
by the men, they can be sent to the Paymaster to be 
made out and held by him until notified where and when 
the command can be paid. In cases where the rolls have 
been sent to the Paymaster and the troops are sent away 
from their station before the receipt of funds for their 
payment, post commanders will not hold the money at 
their discretion, but will return the rolls and the money 
to the Paymaster unless payment can be made within a 
reasonable time, not exceeding three days.—{Instructions 
rise Sota rd of War, Aug. 19, 1896—41,545 A. G.

Circular 9, Dept. California Aug, 31, 1896, 


Publishes extracts from the reports of athletic exer- 
cises. [The circular gives ample evidence that this most 
essential part of the soldier’s training is being thoroughly 
carried out at posts in the Department of California.— 
Kd. “Journal.’’] 

At Angel Island, Cal., three field days were held, in 
which the best record was made in the Department for 
a running broad jump, viz., 17 feet 144 inches. The best 
record for throwing the baseball was made by Pyt. Gar- 
rett, of Battery E, 5th Art., Fort Mason, distance $312.5 
feet. Corp. Boal, of Battery D, at Presidio, in the stand- 
ing broad jump, cleared 9 feet 104% inches, and in the 
standing high jump 4 feet 7 inches. Pvt. Murphy, of 
Battery F, at Presidio, in the running high jump, made 
the best on record, with 4 feet 10 inches. The best rec- 
ord for a 100-yard dash was made at San Diego, time 11 
seconds, the name of the record maker is not given.

G. C. M. CASES. 

Pyt. Charles F. Ward, Co. D, 18th Inf., having been

Brig. Gen. Bliss, in commenting on this case, says: “In 
the foregoing case the court remarks, in connection 
with its sentence, that it is ‘thus lenient on account of 
the previous good character and short service of the ac- 
cused.’ Vhis practice is not approved. The correct prac- 
tice, as laid down in paragraph 20, page 702, of the 
‘Digest of Opinions of the Judge Advocate General,’ is 
for the court to proportion the punishment to the facts 
found, and then, if the members see fit, to make a rec- 
ommendation for clemency for reasons stated. Notwith- 
standing the reasons given for leniency, the sentence is 
deemed entirely inadequate; but, in order that the ac- 
cused may not escape all punishment, it is approved, 
Sept. 2, 1896, and will be executed.”

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In a little pamphlet published in Paris, discussing the 
question of England’s weak point, Lieut. Ameile Duboc 
devotes a good deal of attention to proving that the 
Declaration of Paris can be eluded, and that privateer- 
ing has been virtually re-established since the right of 
belligerents to arm merchant ships as auxiliary cruisers 
has been recognized. Why, he asks, should there be 
respect for property at sea which does not exist ashore? 
Shall the revictualiing of an enemy on land be rigorously 
opposed, while it is protected by diplomatic declarations 
ut sea? . 


It is not often that an Army veteran is either the near 
or remote cause of a strike, but Mulcahy & Son, con- 
tractors, who are putting up a row of buildings in Jersey 
City, have such an experience. One of the plasterers did 
not report and Mr. Muleahy put a Grand Army veteran, 
who is a personal friend, in the absent man’s place. The 
five other plasterers who were at work learning that 
the new man was not a member of the Plasterers’ Unien 
demanded that he be discharged. Mr. Mulcahy said that 
the new mar was a veteran and a personal friend and 
refused to discharge him, Thereupon the plasterers 
struck, but Mr. Muleahy had their places filled by non- 
union men in about two hours. 


A Swedish engineer named Ehrenborg suggests the use 
of the rifle as a ready range finder. The range is found 
by simply drawing back the trigger of the firearm and 
looking down the barrel in the direction of the object one 
wishes to sight. It has been found after a series of expe- 
riments, probably with the actual Swedish arm, that at a 
distance of 300 meters three men are visible; at 400 me- 
ters, four, and at 500 meters, five, and so on up to 1,000 
meters; but sighting at greater distances is not practica- 
ble, in consequence of the difficulty in seeing how many 
men are contained in the circle formed inside the barrel. 
The method is evidently a rough one, for in practice 
there would usually be only one man in view, and accur- 
acy would depend on the observer's ability to estimate 
correctly the proportion of the field his figure would 
cover. For the development of the idea we shall probably 
have some genius suggesting that sharpshooters be fur- 
nished with an object lense to clap on the front of the 
rifle barrel and an eye piece for the rear, thus making a 
telescope of the gun. 

A correspondent of the Salt Lake “Tribune,” who has 
been interviewing some enlisted men of the Army re- 
lative to the Krag-Jérgensen rifle, says: “Ist Sergt. Rus- 
sell, who was discharged as a veteran from Co. B, re- 
cently, said: “I will tell you what’s the matter with the 
new rifle, or rather with the men who have fired it, that 
makes it shoot so much to the left. You see, the front 
sight is a good deal higher than the old sight on the 
Springfield, and the least little cant will throw the shot 
to the right or left. Most men pull the gun over to them 
in shooting, canting it slightly to the left, instead of 
holding it level and leaning fully over to the line of 
sight. If you put the gua in a vice and shoot it you 
will see the difference. Then the line of fire and the line 
of sight is xbout the same, but let a thousand men get 
out on the range and fire the gun, each one holding it in 
his own peculiar way, and you find that ninety-nine in 
every hundred shoot to the left. The new rear sight 
was gotten up to correct this fault as far as possible. I 
believe the new gun will eventually beat the world’s 
record in small arm firing.’ ” 


The Belgian “Times” says: “Crete and Cuba both be- 
gin with a C, both are islands, there are rivers (though, 
we believe, there are no salmon), and there is a rebellion 
and misrule in both. And there the resemblance ends. 
When sympathizers with the down-trodden Cuban sail 
from America, they are called filibusters, but when the 
Greeks go to the help of the Sultan’s ‘rebels’ in Crete, 
they are called very noble persons. Has not the Cuban 
grievances? He most assuredly has; and there is one 
thing to be said in his favor—that he does not begin by 
massacreing other Cubans.” 
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Surg. A. C. Girard, 0. 8. A., of Fort Douglas, Utah, 
in an article on the “Effect of the Small Bore Rifle on 
Surgery,” in the New York “Journal,” says: “As to the 
actual surgery called for by the new condition of affairs, 
we will have a larger number of flesh wounds, which, af- 
ter reception of their occlusive dressing on the firing line 
before removal, will only need verification of the dress- 
ing, rest, proper position, and, in case of further trans- 
port, splints to lessen spasmodic action of the muscles, 
Injuries of the bones at close range will be of a severe 
character, but, owing to their usual small skin opening, 
may be treated in a conservative manner. Plenty of ma- 
terial for plaster bandages should be on hand at the field 
hospital to obtain the immobility necessary to make re- 
moval to the rear possible without undue pain or irritation 
by the fragments, It is not to be expected that cases of in- 
juries to the bone will be expected to return to the fight- 
ing force within the time future campaigns will probably 
occupy, but eventual recovery, without loss of the limb 
and with retention of at least partiel usefulness, may 
be looked for.” 


Mr. Booker T. Washington, the colored founder and 
president of Tuskegee Institute, in Alabama, is bevond 
doubt the foremost living man of his race and one of the 
most useul and notable men in America. He has more 
clearly worked out a system of education that is adapted 
to Southern conditions than any other man who has at- 
tacked the problem. His special work, of course, is the 
application of this system to the requirements of his own 
race; but it is no less applicable to the conditions of beth 
races in the South. How he came to work out the sys- 
tem that is in such successful operation at Tuskegee, 
Mr. Washington tells in an article in the September 
“Atlantic Monthly,” in whicn he explains more fully 
than he has before explained the philosophic and eco- 
nomic basis of the Tuskegee system. Since it was part 
and parcel of his own inteuectual growth, a good pro- 
portion of the article is autobiographical. The starting 
point in the elevation of the negro is to teach him the 
economic and moral value of thrift. The first step, 
therefore, is to work out of the universal bondage of a 
credit system—which with the population of the Black 
Belt became a debt system—to quit “libin’ in de ashes,” 
as one of the visitors to Tuskegee expressed it. Mr. 
Washington describes the revolution in education, in 
practical affairs, in morals—the regeneration, in fact— 
that has resulted from this change in the economic condi- 
tions of the negro. 














We are occasionally asked to institute a comparison 
between our own and the foreign warships by those 
who do not appear to understand that an exact com- 
parison between naval vessels of different construction 
is exceedingly difficult to make. Thirteen years ago 
when the classification was much more simple than it is 
now Sir N. Barnaby proposed at the Royal United Serv- 
ice Institution the following formula for determining the 
comparative efficiency of ships of war: Ax Gx Hx V3. 
L x 100. Where A is the weight of armor per ton of 
ship. Where G is the weight of protected guns and am- 
munition carried. Where H is the height of battery 
port-sills above the load-water line. Where V is the 
speed on measured mile trial. Where L is the length of 
ship. In establishing a comparison between vessels the 
distribution of armor must be considered as well as its 
weight; for guns it is impossible to establish a definite 
numerical value, as the value of a particular gun de 
pends upon the defense against which it is used; quick- 
firing guns would have a high value when opposed to 
light plated and unarmored cruisers, but they would be 
worthless against heavily plated ships. Speed is another 
factor to which it is difficult to assign a definite value. 
In short, as Dr. Francis Elgar, F. R. S., recently said, 
in a paper read at the meeting of the Institution of the 
Naval Architect: “It is impossible te determine the 
fighting power of a ship by a formula, unless the data 
employed in framing it are first of all proved to be cor- 
rect, or are generally accepted as being exact enough for 
the purpose.” 





The nomination of Gen. Buckner for Vice-President 
recalls the story of his experiences with his brother-in- 
law, the late Maj. Kingsbury, of the Army. Buckner 
and Kingsbury invested together at an early date in 
town lots in Chicago, and the property became immensely 
valuable. Though one joined the Confederacy during 
the war, and the other was a Union officer, they were 
always excellent friends and had unlimited confidence in 
each other. At the outbreak of the war Buckner trans- 
ferred his property in Chicago to Kingsbury, and on 
Kingsbury’s death it passed by the law of inheritance to 
his children, who were then minors. This stripped Gen. 
Buckner of all his property and made him dependent 
upon his daily labor for his daily bread. In due time, 
however, his brother-in-law’s children reached their ma- 
jority, and, to their honor be it said, immediately con- 
veyed to him and his family all the property which he 
and his wife had transferred to their father. He is now 
again wealthy. 


In consequence of the large appropriations by the last 
Congress there is about $60,000,000 worth of work to be 
done for the Government, a large part of which will be 
placed under the continuous contract system, under 
which the work will be prosecuted for several years. 
There will be thirty-six of these contracts, but only four 
have been advertised up to the present time. It is re 
ported that the uncertainties of an election year and the 
unusual prominence of the financial question in it haye 
made contractors timid about bidding, and that their hes- 
itation will continue until after election, 
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ELECTRICITY IN NAVAL LIFE. 


A large part of the Proceedings of the United States 
Naval Institute, No, 78, just published, is devoted to 
an article on “Electricity in Naval Life,” by Lieut. 
Bradley A. Fiske, U. 8S. N. The exact correspondence 
between the author and his subject will be recognized 
at once by all who are familiar with the important work 
done by Lieut. Fiske in introducing electricity as an 
essential factor in the administration of a man-of-war. 
Mr. Fiske tells us that “up to the present time electric- 
ity has fulfilled all the promises it has given us. It has 
made our ships brighter, cleaner and healthier; it has 
lightened the task of enforcing discipline; it has in- 
creased the accuracy of gunnery; it has made instruc- 
tion interesting; it has assisted the surgeon in diagnos- 
ing wounds and relieving pain; it has given the captain 
better control of his ship, and the Admiral better con- 
trol of his fleet; it has added an element of intelligent 
interest and expectation to each new addition to our 
Navy, and it has brought into active sympathy with 
the sea-going class a large and influential body of pro- 
gressive men on shore.” 

In France, where the greatest confidence bas been 
shown by Naval authorities in the value of electricity, 
a number of ships have been constructed in which elec- 
trical power is used to do almost all the work hereto- 
fore done by auxiliary steam engines. The application 


f of electrical appliances to our own Navy is somewhat 


less advanced, but the wonder is, that they have come into 
use go rapidly as they have, in view of the conservative 
spirit which is supposed to be characteristic of seamen. 
The conditions for the use of electric light, electric mo- 
tors and telephones in warships, are much more favor- 
able than is usually supposed. In fact, outside of the 
college laboratory the conditions are nowhere else so 
favorable as Mr. Fiske shows. “In spite, however, of 
the successful efforts of the genius of electricity in 
ameliorating the conditions of shipboard life, there are 
still many objectors, and it is a fact that a contest is 
going on between electro-mechanical and other mechan- 
ical apparatus in very many of the important opera- 
tions in ships and forts, which promises to be as last- 
ing and as bitter as the contest between steam and sails; 
and yet it is easy to one who watches the drift of 
modern engineering practice to see with which the ulti- 
mate vietory will reside.” Youth and the promise of the 
future reside with electricity. A study of electricity 
offers a new stimulus to the professional zeal, increases 
the interest of the Naval profession to all those who are 
hot given over te mental stagnation and decay. 

Mr. Fiske states it as a general law that mechanical 
appliances have the advantage of greater simplicity of 
principle, and electrical appliances the advantages of 
greater simplicity of operation, though they require a 
higher grade of intelligence. It is easy to locate the 
injury to a mechanical connection, but hard to repair 
it: a break in an electrical connection is hard to find, 
but when found it is easily remedied. Complaints of 
the untrustworthiness of electricity are to be ascribed 
largely to slipshod work. Among the various appliances 
of electricity considered in this article are electric light- 
ing; eleetrically operated steam motors, including those 
for steering; electrical firing of guas; telephones; the 
helm indieator; steering and engine telegraph; speed 
and direction indicators; range indicators; Azimuth tele- 
graphs; electric telescope sights; position finders, and 
the stadimeter. It is a noteworthy fact that the name 
of Lieut. Fiske is associated with most of these, and 
his success in the department of electric invention shows 
how much may be accomplished by an officer who con- 
‘entrates his energies upon some given line of study 
and investigation. Lieut. Fiske has devoted seven years 
of his life to his chosen work, and that his labors are 





not yet ended is shown by the fact that during the last 
year he had added two more to his useful inventions. 
His article on the subject of electricity as applied to 
Naval affairs, is the most complete thus far published. 
In the course of it he discusses the relative advantages 
of electric, hydraulic and pneumatic appliances, giving 
the decided preference to electricity. Upon this subject 
he says: 

“Whatever faults electric power on shipboard has 
(such as the necessity for a generating plant, the in- 
crease of parts, etc.), hydraulics has in at least an 
equal degree. And it may be iterated and reiterated 
that every advantage which hydraulics possesses, elec- 
tricity possesses in an equal degree; and for every dis- 
advantage which electric power possesses, hydraulics 
possesses another at least equally great. Yet electricity 
possesses many advantages which hydraulics does not 
possess, and hydraulics has many disadvantages which 
electricity has not. The whole trend of engineering 
professions is away from hydraulics and towards elec- 
tricity. This is true even in ship work, for many people 
now understand what it means to keep valves and 
joints from leaking under high pressure, and recall the 
fact that in the Maine and the Benbow the water simply 
froze everything stiff and tight, and put the ships abso- 
lutely hors de combat. 

“The electrical arts are certainly younger than the 
hydraulic arts, and yet it is time to cease to regard 
electricity as a species of illusion or humbug, and to 
cease to look on an electrician as a species of fakir or 
magician. As a matter of fact, in all the colleges and 
electric companies of the country we find men of the 
highest order of intellect and education engaged in the 
study of electricity from both a scientific and an engi- 
neering standpoint, and the amount of money invested 
in it is many times greater than that invested in all 
our ships put together. 

“So, in deciding between hydraulics and electricity for 
auxiliaries in ships let us not be blind to the fact that 
if we decide in favor of hydraulics, we shall take a step 
backward as judged from engineering progress broadly 
considered, and place ourselves in the position of the 
only sensible juryman out of twelve. 

“Let us hope that we soon shall see a civilized mod- 
ern ship, in which there shall be a fine large dynamo 
room, like those under the great New York hotels, 
where power will be generated for lighting the ship, 
making the signals, hoisting the ammunition, turning 
the turrets, operating the telephones, hoisting the boats, 
ringing the bells, weighing the anchor, sounding the 
alarms, running the launches, firing the guns, steering 
the ship, ete. And why should we not have a neat elec- 
tric galley, such as are frequent in New York, where 
the meals of all can be prepared in cleanliness and quiet, 
with only a fraction of the fuss and confusion now at- 
tending the getting of the food and the coal and the 
heating of the water? And why should not both offi- 
crs and men, when they go on high-watch, frequently 
in the wet and rain, be given a light repast, cooked on 
an electric stove, the size of a quart pot?” 


Our Chinese guest, in his remarks on Chinese cheap 
labor and Chinese immigration, spoke in evident ignor- 
ance of the genius of American institutions, and it is 
strange that no one should have thought it worth while 
to correct his mistaken impressions. The theory of the 
American Republic is the organization of a new na- 
tionality out of selected representatives of the Old 
World nations, who have certain common characteristics 
that make their assimilation possible. We do not in- 
vite, nor do we desire, emigrants who from any cause 
are incapable of being taken up in the great mass of 
American citizenship, It is true that there are others 
besides the Chinese who are subject to this condemna- 
tion, but thus far they have not come to this country in 
sufficient numbers to constitute a very serious element 
of disturbance. If we should make American life too 
inviting to the Chinese they might come here in such 
large numbers as to overwhelm us with a lifeless and 
inert mass of humanity impossible for even the vigorous 
American digestion to assimilate. We have paid a fear- 
ful price for the mistake of introducing millions of 
negroes into the country, who could not under the con- 
ditions existing at the time be transformed into citizens, 
and who will continue to be a disturbing element until 
the last vestige of class distinction, separating them 
from other Americans, shall have disappeared. We 
should be very unwise to invite a repetition of this 
great error, in order to secure cheap labor. The Chi- 
nese method of securing cheapness in production is by 
restricting the human development and reducing men to 
the level of the beasts. The American method is 
through intellectual development stimulating mechanical 
ingenuity, and thus improving and simplifying processes 
of manufacture. We decidedly prefer our own methods 
and have no disposition to adopt those of China, which 
is paying the price of the degradation of labor in na- 
tional humiliation and weakness. 





The tenth number of the “Military Information Di- 
vision” series is a classification list of books and publica- 
tions which are the “Sources of Information on Military 
Professional Subjects.” It contains a complete list of 
books and publications (not confidential) received in the 
Military Information Division up to April 15, 1896. A 
list of foreign military magazines is added, many of 
which are on file in the War Department Library. For 
the convenience of officers desiring to purchase foreign 
military works, a list is added of the principal military 
publishers and booksellers in foreign countries, and the 
names of some importers of this kind of literature. 
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The Spanish Government are reported to have engaged 
twenty-three steamers of the Transatlantic Co. to carry 
reinforcements to Cuba. These steamers will leave 
Spain at intervals of one or two days from August 5 
to September inclusive. For the transportation of sol- 
diers the company is paid at the rate of $34 per soldier, 
and from $115 to $135 each for the passage of officers 
and civil employés. Thus the Cuban war has been a 
source of profit for the Transatlantic Company, whose 
bills since the beginning of the campaign amount to more 
than nine million dollars, exclusive of the cost of trans- 
portation to Porto Rico and the Philippine Islands and 
the product of general trade. Other Spanish lines have 
offered to do the transportation service for less than half 
the Transatlantic Company's charges, but their offer 
has been rejected. The majority of the men in power in 
Spain are interested as counsellors and shareholders in 
the welfare of that privileged association. The revolt in 
the Philippines is giving the Spaniard increasing cause 
for anxiety. The report comes that the rebels are so 
strongly posted that reinforcements are required before 
they can be attacked, and they have captured the Gov- 
ernor of San Isodor, in the large and important island of 
Luzon. The Philippines have the same cause of com- 
plaint as Cuba. The only interest Spain has ever shown 
in the islands has been to exact tribute from them. She 
has made tobacco, the leading product, a Government 
monopoly, and practically compelled the inhabitants to 
devote themselves to the cultivation of a crop upon 
which the Government fixes an arbitrary price. A capi- 
tation tax is also levied upon the natives as wel! as on 
the foreigner. 

Spain expects soon to have in Cuba over 100,000 men 
with a fair proportion of artillery and well provided with 
stores and munition of war. This force very largely out- 
numbers the Cuban Army, but that has the advantage of 
carrying on a guerrilla warfare in a country particularly 
fitted to make it successful. Cuba is a rugged, broken 
and thickly wooded country, and the Cubans have numer- 
ous strongholds in the hills, to which they can retreat 
in case of extremity, sallying forth to attack the enemy 
when occasion invite. The means of internal communi- 
cation on the island are very imperfect, and there are 
but few roads that the Spaniards can use for military 
purposes. The climate which destroys the Spanish forees 
is innocuous to the acclimatized Cubans, The Spaniards 
are practically confined to the posts they occupy and 
the can make but little use of their cavairy and artillery. 











Gun forgings will soon be delivered to the Army for 
the manufacture of the first sixteen-inch coast defense 
gun attempted in this country. This gun is regarded 
in the nature of an experiment and the appropriation 
for it secured last Congress was only granted after 
years of hard labor on the part of the Ordnance Bureau. 
Officers of this corps have absolute confidence in their 
ability to manufacture a gun of this immense caliber 
and will recommend that a number of the important 
cities have in the fortifications for their protection guns 
of this size. The total cost of a sixteen-inch gun when 
mounted will approximate $175,000; the forgings alone 
will cost about $110,000. While the Navy has com- 
pleted and mounted on ship board a number of thirteen- 
inch guns, it is not the policy of many foreign Navies 
to go to this extent in the making of large ordnance. 
They hold that a smaller caliber will be more practicable 
and useful for sea fighting. ‘The ordnance officers of 
the Afmy contend that the larger the caliber the more 
formidable the defences, and that there is no reason 
why sixteen-inch guns should not be manufactured with 
as much promise of success as smaller types have been. 
Gen. Flagler has always been an advocate of sixteen- 
inch guns in limited numbers, and has no doubt of the 
success of the first, now soon to be in course of manu- 
facture, 


Advertisements have been issued by the War Depart- 
ment for the purchase of forgings for a large number 
of field guns, field mortars and Howitzers, for delivery 
to the service with as little delay as possible. This lot 
is one of the largest the Department has contracted for 
in a number of months, and is expected to be followed 
lgter by another large contract. ‘The specifications call 
for thirty 5 2-10-inch field guns; twenty 3 6-10-inch field 
mortars; ten 5-inch siege guns; ten 7-inch Howitzers, 
and ten 7-inch mortars. Bids are also asked for furn- 
ishing and assembling complete all of the above guns 
with the exception of the three and two-tenth-inch guns. 
Bids for the latter are to be opened on Sept. 18, and for 
the others on Oct. 5. These including the lot for which 
contracts were awarded one week ago will present a 
fairly large number of guns of this character for the 
Army.

In 
making her slip the Stiletto was forced ashore just north 
of the new Government pier, and the Cushing, in trying 
to assist her, was soon in the same predicament. The 
Cushing came off under her own steam and by the aid 
of kedge anchors. The Stiletto at last accounts was in 
an easy position and is likely to float on a rising tide. 
The bottom where the boats struck is soft sand. 


The New York Society of the War of 1812, which is 
holding its annual meeting at Plattsburg Barracks this 
week, has petitioned the Secretary of War to change the 
name of the post to Fort Macomb, in honor of the gal- 
iant General who routed Gen. Prevort at this point. The 
Secretary of War has refused the request on the ground 
that we already have a Fort Macomb in Louisiana.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


C. R.—There will be no retirements for age in the 
artillery in 1897, and only three in 1898. 

F. H.—The War Department wi'l not give a list of va- 
cancies to West Point in different States. If you ask 
as to @ vacancy in any particular district, your question 
can be answered. 

C. G.—Each member and delegate of the House of Rep- 
resentatives ‘has the appointment of a candidate to An- 
napolis to represent his district when there is a vacancy. 
Nominations of candidates to Annapolis are made by the 
1st of July by members of delegates, otherwise the Sec- 
retary of the Navy fills the vacancies. Candidates must 
at the time of their examinations be between the ages 
of fifteen and twenty years, and physically sound. Can- 
didates who may be nominated in time to enable them to 
reach the Academy by the 15th of May will receive 
vermission to present themselves on that date to the 
Superintendent for examination for admission. Those 
who may not be nominated in time to present themselves 
at the May examination will be examined on the Ist of 
September following. Candidates will be examined 
mentally by the Academic Board in reading, writing, 
spelling, arithmetic, geography, English grammar, United 
States history and algebra. Deficiency in any one of 
these subjects will be sufficient to insure the rejection of 
the candidate. The President of the United States can 
make ten appointments at large. The age for admission 
to West Point is between seventeen and twenty-two 
years, and candidates are appointed in the same manner 
as those for the Naval Academy. If you write to the 
Superintendent of both academies you can get a circular 
giving further information. 


The Rey. F. A. Shoup, D. D., who died at Columbia, 
Tenn., Sept. 4, was a distinguished artillery commander 
of the Confederate Army. For the last few years he was 
principal of the Columbia Institute and filled a chair 
us Professor of the University of the South at Sewanee. 

Capt. Augustus Paul Cooke, U.S. N., who died in Paris, 
France, Sept. 7, was appointed to the Navy from New 
York May 27. 1852. His first active service was in the cap- 
ture of Walker, the filibuster, at Greytown, Nicaragua. 
In 1859 he was Midshipman on the San Jacinto, and he 
was assigned Lieutenant on the same ship when she cap- 
tured Mason and Slidell. In 1862, as executive officer 
of the Pinola, he captured the biockade runner Cora. 
He then joined Farragut’s squadron and was present 
at the bombardments of Forts Jackson and St. Philip, 
the destruction of the Confederate flotilla, and the capt- 
ure of New Orleans. The same year he became Lieu- 
tenaut Commander in command of a vessel attached to 
Buchanan's flotilla. The next year, when Buchanan 
was killed in the destruction of the Confederate gunboat 
Corton, Cooke took command of the flotilla. He served 
in the Red River expedition with Farragut in 1863, and 
later with Porter. In July, 1864, he was detached from 
duty in the Gulf and ordered to the Naval Academy, 
where he served on practice ships until 1867. After the 
war he rendered excellent service at home and at sea, 
attained the grade of Captain Nov. 25, 1881, and was 
retired May 27, 1892, on his own application, after forty 
years’ service. 

A late issue of the “New Mexican,” published at 
Santa Fé, contains a tribute to the late Mrs. Pearson, 
wife of Col. E. P. Pearson, commanding 10th Infantry, 
in partwas follows: ‘he beautiful life of this Christian 
woman deserves more shan a passing notice; always 
gentle, kind and true, ready to lend a sympathetic ear 
to the sorrows of others, and unselfish in the extreme. 
Every one who had the honor of knowing her must have 
felt the influence her goodness and gentleness exercised 
over all who came in contact with her. Mrs. Pearson 
took an active part in social life in Fort Marcy, and 
her charming hospitality will long be remembered. Col. 
Pearson has been bereaved twice within this year, his 
only sister, Mrs. Bland, wife of Judge Bland, of 
Reading, having died during the winter.” 

Gen. Richard Caswell Gatlin, who died Sept. 8, at 
Mount Nebo, a local mountain resort of Arkansas, en- 
tered the U. S. Military Academy from North Carolina 
in 1828, was graduated in 1832, promoted to the 7th Inf., 
and attained the grade of Captain in 1845. He served 
in the Mexiean War, was wounded at Monterey, while 
storming the enemy's works, and received the brevet of 
Major for his gallantry in that battle. In February, 
1861, he was promoted Major 5th U. S. Inf.,: resigned 
the following May and joined the Confederate Army, in 
which he attained high rank. He was at one time Ad- 
jutant General of North Carolina. 

We learn of the death at Atlantic City, Sept. 8, of 
Mr. Thomas H. S. Hamersly, a gentleman well known 
to the officers of the Army and Navy as the compiler of 
the Navy and Army Registers of the United States for 
190 years. Mr. Hamersly was a younger brother of Mr. 
Lewis R. Hamersly, late of the U. S. Marine Corps, and 
well known as the editor and proprietor of the “United 
Service Magazine.” 

The funeral services in honor of Capt. Newell were 
held in the Church of St. Mary the Virgin, in New York 
City Thursday morning. The escort was under the 
command of Lieut. Commander Fred Singer, of the 
Terror. The Rey. Thomas McKee Brown celebrated the 
requiem mass. The pallbearers were Capt. W. C. Wise 
and Pamyr.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The “United Service Gazette” says: “Now that Nel- 
son’s old battleship, the Foudroyant, has started its tour 
round the seaports of the United Kingdom, its proprie- 
tors might take a hint from the United States, where at 
Bergen Beach, a series of performances of Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s “H. M. 8S. Pinafore,” is being given on board 
a genuine United States man-o’-war. The ship is the 
Empire, and as it is not likely to be wanted just yet ovér 
the Venezuelan difficulty, the American Government 
seem to have put it to practical uses, and to have let it 
for two months to a firm of showmen for the purpose of 
giving performances of the comic opera for the delecta- 
tion of the holiday folks. Capt. Corcoran sings “What! 
Never? Well, Hardly Ever!” upon the quarter deck of 
this vessel, and the 1st Lord of the Admiralty climbs up 
the side in realistic fashion. The only difficulty at the 
first performance concerned an unfortunate chorus lady, 
who, not being accustomed to the movements of the 
ocean, managed to tumble overboard, and was fished up 
safely, but very wet, to the amusement of the audience.” 

England’s five new battle ships, the contracts for 
which were recently given out, are to be called after fa- 
mous old warships, the Canopus and Goliath, which 
fought with Nelson at the Nile; the Ocean, Collingwood’s 
flagship in the Mediterranean; the Glory, which shared 
in Lord Howe’s victory, and the Albin, which fought at 
Algiers and at Navarino. 

The contract for a_silver service for the Brooklyn 
calls for a service, 2,739 ounces in weight, of sterling 
silver, 0.925 fine, to cost originally $8,000, To this the 
committee has since decided to add a punch bowl, weigh- 
ing about 150 ounces, to cost about $500. The bow! 
will hold four gallons. Some interesting details showing 
the work required to manufacture such a service are 
given. There have been employed on it ten silversmiths, 
five chasers, a moulder and caster and a polisher, who 
have been assisted by men in less important capacities. 
The finish is of French grey, which will, it is said, keep 
its surface in all kinds of weather and will not be 
affected by the influences of salt water. Former Con- 
gressman Felix Campbell, president of the People’s 
Trust Company, is the treasurer of the fund subscribed 
by the citizens, which amounted to $10,800. This sum, 
with the subsequent subscriptions and the interest, now 
amounts to over $11,000. The chairman of the commit- 
tee is William Berri. Associated with him are former 
Mayor Schieren, Past Comdr. George A. Price, of U. 
S. Grant Post, G. A. R.; Col. Willis L. Ogden, Henry 
W. Maxwell, Marshall T. Davidson and D. C. Seitz. 

The new hospital ward at the Navy Yard, New 
York, bids for the construction of which are shortly to 
he advertised for, is to be erected on the site alongside 
of the main building, on the Flushing avenue side, It 
will be capable ‘of accommodating 100 patients and will 
be equipped with the most modern and improved sanitary 
apphances, 

The silver service for the battleship Indiana, a gift 
from the State after which she is named, will be pre- 
sented by Gov. Matthews to the vessel at Tompkinsville, 
N. Y., on Sept. 21. Capt. Evans, commanding the 
Indiana, has invited Assistant Secretary McAdoo to re- 
ceive the gift. 
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‘Torpedo boat No. 6, the first of the high-speed torpedo 
craft authorized for the Navy, was launched Sept. 9 
from the works of the Herreshoffs, at Bristol, RK. OL. 
In view of the launching he was cabled on Tuesday for 
iustructions. In his response he directed that the vessel 
be christened “Torpedo Boat No. 6. The ofticials at 
the Department interpret this to mean that the Secretary 
has finally decided to designate all future torpedo boats 
py numbers. If all the torpedo boats for which bids are 
goon to be opened are built there will be twenty-one ves- 
sels of this class on the Navy ship list, of which, accord- 
ing to the new programme, only three will have names— 
the Cushing, Ericsson and Stiletto. 

The vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron, under 
Adml. Bunce, engaged in maneuvers, are at present off 
Fishers Island, New York. ‘The squadron left New York 
Sept. 1, consisting of the New York, Texas, Indiana, 
Raleigh, Maine, Columbia, Massachusetts and the New- 
ark. The Newark was detached at the lightship and or- 
Jered to proceed to Key West to relieve the Montgom- 
ery. When the squadron rounded the eastern end of 
Block Island, the battleship Massachusetts was detached 


and ordered to proceed to Newport to get 
her outfit of torpedoes, and _ rejoin later on. 
Adml. Bunee ordered landing drills to take 
place. The orders directed the following get- 


oral plan to be followed: First day, organization and 
equipment on board ship to insure comphance with all 
the requirements of squadron regulations. Afternoon, 
disposition of the men in boats. Second day, forenoon, 
company exercises; afternoon, same in extended order on 
shore.

CAPT. DODD'S TRIUMPBRAL MARCH. 


The Burlington, Vt., “Free Press and Times” says: 
“The march of Capt. Dodd's Troop F, 3d U. 8. Cavalry, 
which has just passed through he State of Vermont en 
route to Manchester, N. H., might well be called a tri- 
umphal march. ‘the several towns through which they 
passed received. and entertained its members in a truly 
royal manner. The first night out from Burlington the 
troop encamped on Dr. Webb’s farms at the head of 
Shelburne Bay, receiving all they recuired from Dr. 
Webb's people, and enjoying a good night's rest, Their 
reception in Vergennes was in charge of Mr. Thomas 
Mack, who, with Mayor Tuttle, several of the leading 
citizens and the Vergennes City Band, met the troop at 
the city limits and escorted them to their quarters on the 
fair grounds. The officers were visited by a party from 
Burlington, and were entertained at the Stevens House 
with a banquet. At Middlebury the arrangements were 
in charge of Col. Albert A. Fletcher, the troop being met 
at the town lines by the officers of the village, and es- 
corted with music to the fair grounds, where they stayed 
over night. Ex-Goy. E. J. Ormsbee loked after their en- 
tertainment at Brandon, where they were met by the 
citizens in carriages, and escorted by the Brandon Cor- 
net Band to their camping ground. At Rutland the ar- 
rangements were in the hands of Gen. L. G. Kingsley, 
who, with the mayor, aldermen and leading citizens, 
met them at the city line, and under escort of the Rut- 
land City Band conducted them to the fair grounds, 
where they were entertained as guests of that city. 

“The arrangements at Ludlow were in charge of Col, 
R. E. Hathorn, who, with the selectmen and village trus- 
tees me’ Capt. Dodd's people at 2:30 P. M., Tuesday, 
Sept. 1, about half a mile from the village with the ‘Alti- 
mont Band,’ and escorted them to the camping field. The 
men were given the freedom of the town and the officers 
were invited to a supper at the Gill Odd Fellows Home. 
To-day the regulars cross the Connecticut and will camp 
upon the farm of Capt. H. E. Tutherly, Ist U. 8S. Cav., 
in the town of Claremont, N. H., where they will receive 
a royal welcome. 

“In each of the towns through which they have passed 
they have given their celebrated drill which was wit- 
nessed by thousands and greatly admired; and Capt. 
Dodd and his brave soldier boys appreciate on their pait 
the kind attention shown them by the citizens of Ver- 
mont. It is expected that they will return by the same 
route.” 


The arrest of the steward of the U. 8S. S. Marion by 
the VPersvian authorities on the charge of smuggling 
opium, has been the subject of cable communication be- 
tween the Navy Department and Comdr, Green, Comdr. 
Green was disposed to protest against the arrest, but be- 
fore taking any action in the matter he cabled for in- 
structions. The Department concluded that the case 
was one in which we could not properly enter a protest, 
holding that if the men had violated any of the port 
laws of Callao, he was amenable to trial and punish- 
ment by the Peruvian authorities. Comdr, Green was 
accordingly advised of this decision and at last accounts 
the Steward was still in prison at Callao. 

If Gen, Miles van compass it there will be an exchange 
of stations between the 3d Art., stationed in che South, 
and the Sth, stationed on the Vacifie coast, during the 
present fall. We are reluctant to publish rumors con- 
cerning prospective movement of troops, fully appreciat- 
ing the pangs of disappointment to those anxious for a 
change and the annoyance to those who are not,whensuch 
reports du not turn out to be facts. But when it comes 
to our knowledge that the Commanding General has ree- 
ommended to the Secretary of War that the change above 
mentioned be made, we feel that our readers are en- 
titled to the information, although we are not prepared 
to say definitely whether the change will actually occur. 
Secretary Lamont is reluctant to incur the expense 
which would be involved in the long trip across the con- 
tinent and is not at present inclined to approve the rec- 
ommendation of Gen, Miles, who does not specify where 
the 5th should be located if it comes Past. He simply 
recommends that the regiment be transferred to the At- 
lantic coast and that the 3d be sent to the Pacific. 
Should the Secretary finally decide to authorize this 
transfer it is said to be the intention of Gen. Miles to 
recommend that the 5th be located in New York and the 
Ist sent to Florida to take the place of the 3d. The th 
has been on the Pacific coast since 1891, when it relieved 
the Ist. 


The Ordnance Department, U. 8S. A,, 
award contracts amounting to $175,000 for the purchase 
or orduance material for coast defences in accordance 
with the liberal provision made last Congress. The pro- 
posed expenditure is in addition to the large sum lately 
distributed in the shape of contracts among the leading 
steel firms for heavy guns, mortars and carriages. The 
new programme includes the purchase of a lighter class 
of ordnance and it is intended that it shall be a kind of 
secondary battery for the larger guns composing the main 
reliance of the coast defences. Among the guns that are 
to be bought, will be twenty breech-loading rifled mor- 
tars, of seven inch caliber, costing, it is estimated, $40,- 
GOO, although bidders will be requested ts state their 
prices for furnishing the forgings and for finishing as 
well as for supplying the mortars complete. A large 
number of 6.6 inch breech-loading rifle mortars, ex- 
pected to cost $15,040; ten sets of steel forgings for five 
inch guns are also to be bought, and there will be an- 
other contract for assembling and finishing these pieces 
of metal, the whole to cost the Government probably 
$30,000, Ten sets of stecl howitzers will also be bought, 
the caliber to be 7-inch and to cost $30,370. Thirty 
steel guns of 3.2 inch caliber will also be purchased at a 
cost of $30,000. This will enable a material strengthen- 
ing of the coast defenses, when this armament is deliy- 
ered,

We gave an account last week of the trip of the 
25th Infantry Bicycle Corps as far as the Yellowstone 
Park. The corps reached Helena from Fort Yellow- 
stone this week, the distance between the two posts, 
191 miles, being covered in 27 hours. The total distance 
made between Fort Missoula and Helena, Mont., 1,100 
miles, was made in twenty-two days, including mach 
rough viding over the mountains across the main chain 
of the Rockies, The trip has proved the entire practica- 
bility of the bicycle for military purposes over such 
roads as are usually found in a mountainous country. 
Lieut. Moss is quoted as saying: “This is the first real 
test ever made with the bicycle as a machine for military 
purposes. On several occasions one officer and one or 
two privates have made runs to see how fast they 
could go. Those were tests of rapidity. Ours is a test 
of durability. The party was not made up of expert 
bicyclists who are scorching through the country, but of 
eight ordinary riders selected from the soldiers at Fort 
Missoula. We have made and broken camp in the rain, 
ridden through mud, sand, dust and water, over rocks 
ruts and stones, crossed mountain ranges, forded 
streams, stopped for nothing; carried rations, cooking 
utensils, rifles, ammunition (thirty pounds to every man), 
blankets, tents, underwear, extra tires and parts; in 
fact, all the baggage needed,”

THE SEA GIRT RIFLE MEETING. 

The sixth annual meeting of the New Jersey State 
Rifle Association, which was concluded at Sea Girt on 
Saturday, Sept. 5, as was predicted, was the most suc- 
cessful in its history. ‘The Interstate Military Match 
was won by the Georgia team with 1,048 points, the 
second best score in the history of the match. The rec- 
ord is held by Pennsylvania, who scored 1,051 points in 
1892. The Georgia men, who shot particularly strong, 
also tied the District of Columbia team for the Hilton 
trophy, while Capt. Geo. T. Cann, also of Georgia, won 
the Wimbledon Cup match, and the Hayes Medal match, 
his clean score of 70 at 500 and 600 yards in the latter 
never having been equalled at those ranges. Another 
Georgia man, Lieut. F. C. Wilson, won the all-comers 
military match, the first prize in the Individual Skirmish, 
and the $15 money prize for_winning the first stage of 
the President’s match. Pvt. W. G. Austin, also of Geor- 
gia, carried off the first prizes in the Kuser and New 
Jersey Rifle Association trophy matches. A eneral 
summary of the twenty-three events in which Georgia 
was eligible to compete shows that the State won eleven 
first prizes, a record that will probably stand unequalled 
“or a long time. ‘The honor is all the more complete 
when it is considered that the best marksmen of Georgia, 
Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were represented in_ the several events. 
Ord. Sergt. John Corrie, of the 12th Regt., N. G. N. is 
who won the New Jersey Rifle Association match, was 
disqualified because he used a gun that did not come un- 
der the head of military rifles. He was also second with a 
score of 101 for the Hayes medal, but was disqualified 
for the same reason. In view of his good record, how- 
ever, the association decided to present him with a spe- 
cial trophy. The members’ match fell to Gen. Inspr. of 
Rifle Practice B. W. Spencer, of New Jersey. Pvt. C, 8. 
Richmond, of Georgia, won the revolver match at thirty 
yards for the third consecutive year. The following is a 
summary of the different contests: é 2 :

WEST VIRGINIA. 


The encampment of the West Virginia N. G. at Hunt- 
ington, Aug. 4 to 9, 1896, incl., was “ne of the most 
successfui held in the State. All the companies of the 
2d Regt. were in camp before sunset on the 3d, except 
I, which came in on Ohio River R. R. train with 1st 
Regt., and owing to washouts on B. & O. R. R. did not 
reach camp until daylight on the 4th. The grounds 
were rather cramped, compelling the placing of the 
company streets back to back, which, owing to the ex- 
cessive heat, was a decided disadvantage as far as ven- 
tilation went, preventing a free circulation of air: it 
also made “debatable ground” between the companies 
for deposit of castaway articles. There was not room 
enough allowed to stretch flies properly, and they laid 
flat down on roof of tent. The drill ground was a stub- 
ble field tolerably well grown up in weeds, and lying 
in parallel ridges, between which the rain water col- 
lected after the storm and formed puddles over shoe- 
top deep, which had to be waded through at drill. 

Calls were sounded as follows: Reveille, 5 A. M.; as- 
sembly, 5.15; sick call, 5.30; breakfast call, 5.45; first 
Sergeant’s call, 6.15; drill (battalion), first call, 6.55; 
assembly, 7.00; recall, 8.30; guard mount, first call, 
8.45; assembly, 9.00; drill (company), first call, 9.55; 
assembly, 10.00; recall, 11.00; non-commissioned officers 
school, 11.00; recall, 12.00 M.; dinner call, 12.00; drill 
(battalion), first call, 12.55 P. M.: assembly, 1.00; re- 
eall, 2.00; C. O. school, 2.30; recall, 3.30; fatigue call, 
4.00; parade, first call, 6.30; assembly, 6.45; supper call, 
immediately after parade; tattoo, 10.15; cone, 10.30. 
Guard mount was by details in Ist Regt. and by com- 
pany in 2d; the latter 3 is much preferred in the 
2d, and they put up the best guard duty. Mess was by 
company, as it has been for three years; a cook and 
waiter are brought along by each company from home 
station, paid by the State, and all companies are pro- 
vided with Buzzacott stoves. In addition to bread, pota- 
toes, meat and rice, each company was allowed 2 eggs 
and 2 ears of corn per day for each man, and nearly 
every day 2 tomatoes per man were also issued. Cab- 
bage and onions were also issued at times, and tea, 


coffee and sugar daily. Battalion and other formations 
were more promptly executed than at any previons 
camp, and were very good. Sentinel duty was effective, 
and more attention paid to the details than formerly. 
In view of the proposed changes in new drill regula. 
tions, extended order drills were dispensed with. The 
pro competition between regimental rifle teams 
cou id _not be held, owing to inability to secure a range, 
The Brigadier Inspector, Maj. R. H. D. Willis, was 
yrevented from srry camp owing to sickness jy 
lis family, and Lieut. Douglas Settle, 10th Inf., U. 
S. A., now on duty with the West Virgina N. G., acted 
as Inspector. 

The health of the command was good in spite of the 
excessive heat; a good many men were upset by heat 
and change in water, but only missed one or two drills 
in consequence. Col. Hodges of the 2d, who has 
been its efficient Commander for the past 3 years, re. 
signed, to take effect on evening of the Sth, owing to 
removal to another part of the State. Much of 
the marked improvement in this regiment is owing to 
his exertions, and he is parted with by officers and mey 
with universal regret. 

Lieut. Col. Caskel was elected Colonel, Maj. W. H. 

Banks Lieutenant Colonel and Capt. W. H. Lyons 
(regimental Adjutant and formerly Captain of Co. G), 
Major. This will insure the continuation of the regi- 
ment in its efficiency. Capt. C. C. Hewitt, 19th Inf, 
U. S. A., now in command of cadets in Morgantown, 
was detailed by the War Department for duty at the 
camp. Having been on similar duty with us in 1892. 
the selection was the source of much pleasure to the 
officers of the brigade. 
_ The electric lights mentioned by your correspondent 
in issue of the 29th ult., were in reality candles, which 
were issued rather grudgingly, in fact the only thing 
that we were on short allowance of. The handling of 
troop trains is a point that the Ohio River R. R. could 
“catch on” to some points by studying the Ches. & Ohio 
R. R. a little. X. 


. GEORGIA. 


The annual report of the Adjutant and Inspector Gen- 
eral of Georgia will show a very marked improvement 
in the department of rifle practice this year, caused by 
the opening of several ranges in different localities of 
the State, and designating them as State or record 
ranges. The “Avondale Range,” located in the suburbs 
of Savannah, was designated as a range for record shoot- 
ing on May 9, by orders from the Adjutant General's 
office. Since then the Savannah companies have been 
practicing every week, and companies from each organi- 
zation have increased their figure of merit very consid- 
erably. The members of Georgia’s “Sea Girt Team,” 
being all Savannahians, they, of course, did all their 
practicing on the Avondale Range, which is beyond all 
question the finest laid out and best equipped range in 
the South, and one of the best in the country, and the 
splendid record of the Georgia team shows clearly the 
advantage of having good rifle ranges. 

The Savannah Cadets, Co. HB, Ist Regt., Inf., Capt. 
Jordan F. Brooks, have done the hardest work, and con- 
sequently made the best showing of any company in 
the State for the season of 1896; the season opens 
May 1, and ends Aug. 31. An extension of one week 
was ordered this year to allow the members of one of the 
companies to take advantage of the holiday on Labor 
Jay. The cadets started shooting for record on July 
18, aad from that date until the end of the season have 
been on the range regularly every Tuesday and Satur- 
day, with the following result: Strength of Co. F, 1st 
Regt. Inf. (Savannah Cadets), 3 officers, 63 enlisted 
men; sharpshooters, 25; marksmen, 17; first class men, 
9; second class men, 4; third class men, 10; fourth class 
men, 1; individual figure of merit, 113, computed as pre- 
scribed by Blunt. The qualifications for the various 
classes are much higher in Georgia than in most Stutes, 
being almost identical with the requirements of the 
regular army. Shooting the regular Springfield rifle, 5 
shots at 200 yards, and 5 shots at 300 yards; must make 
a score of 25 points to advance to 500 yards and skir- 
mish; 10 shots at 500 yards and 10 shots 
at skirmish, 5 halts advancing, starting at 600 yards, 
and 5 halts retiring, from 200 yards, using figure targets, 
D, E and F, as prescribed in Blunt’s small arms firing 
regulations. If a score of 75 points is made at 200, 300 
and 500, the soldier is entitled to advance to the 600 
yards range and fire a score of 5 shots. Necessary to 
qualify as sharpshooter, 120 on all ranges; necessary to 
qualify as marksman, 90 on 200, 300, 500 and skirmish; 
first class men must xe 75; second class men must 
make 57; third class «sen, all firing making below 57: 
fourth class men, ren. »ing members on the roll at end 
of the practice season. 

The shooting is done under the supervision of a com- 
missioned officer, not necessarily of the command prac- 
ticing. The cadets men qualified under officers of sev- 
eral other companies and commands, as well as the regu- 
lar Inspector of Rifle Practice of the Ist Regt. Inf. 
Georgia Volunteers, Capt. W. N. Nichols. All ammuni- 
tion used by this company is loaded in their armory and 
by its members, Capt. Brooks did most of the coaching 
himself, and the splendid record of his company is the 
result of his untiring efforts to bring his men up to the 
highest standard of efficiency. Lieuts. R. S. Mell and 
R. P. Lovell, are second only to Capt. Brooks, and the 
company is to be congratulated upon having three such 
officers. Good scores were made by men in the Ist 
Battalion Infantry, Troop A, 1st Regt. Cav., and Co. 
}, Ist Reg. Inf., but as only a small percentage of their 
men practiced, their figure ef merit will be small.

The only para- 
graph in the German military code which refers to 
duelling is the one which affixes the penalty of dismissal 
from the Army upon any officer who shall be convicted 
of challenging his superior to fight a duel, or who shall 
accept such challenge from an inferior.
